CASE M-593: During the last 
State Fair at Indianapolis, I 
was invited to participate on the 
Jim Gerard Show, 
In my discussion, I mentioned 
the folly of the “ tenure” system 
now so popular with college fac­ 
ulties. 
“ Dr. Crane,” I was asked, 
“what is meant by ‘tenure’ and 
do you think it produces better 
teachers?” 
Well, “ tenure’ means that af- 


tar a college 
professor 
has 
taught from 3 to 5 years, he 
no longer needs to worry about 
the annual renewal of his teach­ 
ing contract. 
For then he gets “ tenure,” 
which means he can coast along 
and not worry about being dis­ 
lodged by better teachers. 
Thereafter, he enjoys a life­ 
time contract till mandatory re­ 
tirement age at 65 or sometimes 
68 years. 
Unless he is guilty of gross 


moral misconduct or some other 
reprehensible act, he enjoys the 
typical Civil Service status. 
But this is decidedly wrong 
and also un-American! 
Our whole American progress 
has been based on rugged com­ 
petition of the “ free enterprise” 
sort. 
Try to imagine the nonsense 
of applying “ tenure” to a pro­ 
fessional baseball team or to 
a football aggregation! 
Wouldn’t it be idiotic to think 
a fellow on the first string, 
could then coast throughout the 
rest of his career, without fret­ 
ting about being demoted to the 
second string by a more-aggres­ 
sive and talented younger play­ 
er? 
i. 


Obviously, I am not gaining 
any popularity with most pro­ 
fessors by thus exploding the 
fallacy of the “ tenure” system. 
But when I vigorously made 
this same statement to the big 
crowd, jammed into the Univer­ 
sity Auditorium at the State 
Fair, they broke out into spon­ 
taneous 
and 
vociferous 
ap­ 
plause. 
In fact, they startled Jim Ge­ 
rard and me, for we hadn’t ex­ 
pected any response at this 
point. 
So the typical American citi­ 
zen must be growing hungry for 
more “ horse sense” and less 
nonsense in our school system, 
as well as in the conduct of 
government bureaus. 


Obviously, “ tenure” relieves a 
professor from a lot of tension 
and the expenditure of extra en­ 
ergy to keep his teaching supe­ 
rior to that of other and young­ 
er faculty members. 
For “ tenure” is merely a 
form of “ monopoly” applied to 
pedagogy. 
But monopoly invariably re­ 
duces quality of performances 
and often breads insolence to­ 
ward the taxpayers (as well as 
students). 
Our “ free enterprise” system 
is predicated on Woodrow Wil­ 
son’s maxim: 
“ All any American should de­ 
sire is a free field and no fa­ 
vors!’* 
Alas, most people want to be 


guaranteed an easy sinecure 
with all sorts of fringe benefits, 
even though they are mediocre 
producers. 
And this, in turn, is the Com­ 
munist view, for Communism 
tries to make everybody share 
and share alike, regardless of 
different degrees of ability or 
the fact that the worker honey­ 
bees labor much harder than 
the “ drones.” 
America’s world leadership is 
based chiefly on the superlative 
work of salesmen and advertis­ 
ers, who were paid on the 
“ commission” 
(piece 
work) 
principle. 
British Socialism now stag­ 
nates and Russian Communism 
lags far to our rear, so we must 


never allow their entrenchwrenf 
of mediocrity to stifle Uncli 
Sam’s original competitive vigp 
or.

Who pay s for it? Wh o pay s fo r re­ 
pairing the buildings and delivering the 
mail? The tax pay er does and y et o ur 
congressmen use it fo r their perso nal 
benefit. About 10 million dollars a year 
in free mailing privileges is just o ne o f 
their many abuses. 


President Richard Nixo n h as pro po sed 
the Post Office charge 10 cents fo r a 
first class letter, fie also advo cated re­ 
forms so that the po stal departm ent co uld 
be run as a business. 


D em o cratic senato rs and representa­ 
tives co ntinue to th ro w ro adblo cks in th e 
n a y. Th ey no w say th at seco nd and th ird 
class mail sh o uld carry its fair sh are o f 
th e expenses and dem and a price in­ 
crease on th ese item s instead o f increas­ 
ing first class m ail. 
The boy s in th e rare atm o sph ere o f 
Washington do no t kno w w h at is go ing 
on. For instance, th e Dixo n Telegraph 
prints an advertising supplem ent to be 
m ailed o ut th ro ugh th e lo cal po st o ffice 
at 3.8 cents each , o r nearly $400 per 
week. Th ere is also additio nal expense 
to th e paper in h auling and delivering it 
to th e po st o ffice and vario us fo rm s to 
be made out. 
An independent service in Sterling 
say s they will deliver these papers fo r 
3.3 cents each and pick up at o ur plant. 
Th at’s a saving o f 1 ? cent per paper. 
Th is company states th ey will be ready 
to go as soon as they can get a little 
additional business in this area. The co m ­ 


pany is now operating in the larger cities, 
such as Rockford. 
Give free enterprise a chance and we 
will be amazed at what free people can 
acco m plish . 
It wo uld be a go o d th ing if th e govern­ 
m ent wo uld raise th e prices on mail to 
take care o f all ex penses. Perhaps people 
wo uld be so indignant at the additional 
expense th at th ey wo uld back Phil Crane, 
Republican R epresentative from Illinois, 
wh o h as proposed a bill in Congress to 
annul th e mo no po ly o ur government now 
h as o n th e delivery o f m ail. Th is wo uld 
give anyo ne wh o desires to deliver mail 
th e o ppo rtunity to do so. 
Th e go vernm ent says it is illegal fo r 
anyo ne else to put m aterial in yo ur mail 
bo x. Well, did th e go vernm ent buy and 
install yo ur mail bo x? No , yo u did, and 
yet th e go vernm ent claim s jurisdictio n 
as if it was its perso nal pro perty. 
Th e Senate D em o cratic Po licy Co m­ 
m ittee unanim o usly ado pted a reso lutio n 
barring an increase in first class mail. 
No w wh at will th is actually acco m plish ? 
It m eans large business will receive th e 
advantage o f sending quantities o f m ail 
at a ch eaper rate th an if th ey h ad to pay 
th e 10 cents po stage o n each letter. Th e 
go vernm ent will h ave to pay th e deficit 
created by th is fo o lish ness. Th ey will no t 
increase taxes fo r th is deficit — th ere­ 
fo re we will h ave m o re inflatio n. It is 
th e peo ple wh o are h it th e h ardest by any 
inflatio n.

Nix on Aides Split 


New, and as yet unanno unced, studies 
sh o w o ur direct and back-up co m m it­ 
m ents to Western Europe now cost the 
United States $14 billion a y ear, not the 
$3 billion a y ear generally stated. 
The $3 billion figure misleads. It in­ 
cludes only local direct costs. 
These competing calculations have be­ 
come a major issue In the secret admin* 
istration debates over whether to with­ 
draw sizable numbers of U.S. troops 
from Europe. 
It can be said with authority the Nix ­ 
on administration is badly divided: 
In the State Department, th ere is 
, tome strong opposition to withdrawals. 
The Pentagon is split. 
Men who work with the White House 
aay Dr- Henry Kissinger’s staff seems 
to be leaning toward the State Depart­ 
ment view. 
In his State of the world message, 
President Nix on said the United States 
would hold to current American troop 
levels in Western Europe, “ at least 
through mid-19 71.” He didn’t make clear 
what would happen after that. 
Administration men engaged in these 
debates say the antiwithdrawal men 
have three major arguments: 
Withdrawals would have unfortunate 
effects on a number of our close allies. 
For one, they hold this action would 
weaken the West German government of 
Willy Brandt. 
Withdrawals, by reducing the conven­ 
tional military strength in Europe, would 
“ lower the nuclear threshold.” (Th is 
means that with fever forces on the spo t, 
we’d more quickly reach the point in a 
w ar when we'd need to use nuclear w eap­ 
o ns to stave off defeat on the continent 
in the face of a determined Russian ad­ 
vance.) 
Withdrawing troops unilaterally would 
put us in a weaker trading position in 


East-W est Europe arms reduction talks. 
The men who favor sharp withdraw­ 
als have their own arguments. 
Europe has the funds to pay for its 
own defense. The Europeans are now 
pay ing out a smaller percentage of their 
gross national product on arms than we 
are. It is time they stood on their own 
feet. If defense isn’t worth the price to 
them, nothing we do will hold them to­ 
gether. If we get tough, and withdraw a 
sizable number of our troops, the chips 
will be down and they will come through. 
In any event, our strength (and our 
contribution) should be in our nuclear 
umbrella and naval and air power. 
A significant cutback of U.S. forces 
in Europe is essential if U.S. military 
spending is to be reduced and money 
found for other programs. 
If the Russians want an agreement on 
troop cuts in Europe, the shift of U.S. 
forces is not going to jinx the talks. What­ 
ever each side has in place is not the 
issue: it’s the final balance of power in 
the area. If they insist on an impossible 
balance (withdrawals or no withdrawals) 
there can be no agreement. If Moscow 
doesn’t want an agreement, but simply 
wants to debate, the troop movements 
won’t matter any way . 
The prowithdrawal men don’t believe 
the shift in American troops will make 
all that difference in the nuclear thresh­ 
old, especially if the Europeans make up 
the difference by increasing their own 
defense spending to take up the slack. 
Troop withdrawals or no troop with­ 
drawals, there are a number of way s to 
convince the Soviet Union that the United 
States means to honor its commitments 
in Western Europe. 
The American presence in Europe is 
too great. It prevents Europeans from 
assuming their proper role on their own 
continent. 
Fly ing J unk Ban 


J ust as junked automobiles have clut­ 
tered up much of America’s landscape, 
abandoned airplanes are becoming a na­ 
tional ey esore. The rapid growth of the 
nation’s civilian aircraft fleet has result­ 
ed in a corresponding rise in the num­ 
ber of junked, dismantled and disabled 
•aircraft parked at airports across the 
country , say s the Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration. 


Beginning at Washington National and 
Dulles International Airports, the FAA 
is now giving owners of such planes 30 


day s either to remove them or restore 
them to fly ing condition. 
“ These junk aircraft not only degrade 
the appearance of airports but tend to 
convey the impression to both the fly ing 
and nonfly ing public that aviation is in­ 
herently unsafe,” say s FAA administra­ 
tor J ohn H. Shaffer. 
The latter statement may be ques­ 
tionable. The sight of wrecked automo­ 
biles has never deterred many people 
from driving. Otherwise, the FAA’s new 
ruling is a praiseworthy , if Umited, addi­ 
tion to the drive to beautify America.

The spade suit g iv es y ou the 
g reatest possible leeway since 
y our partner can respond with 
six in any other suit. Thus 
if spades happen to be the 
ag reed suit y our partner will 
bid sev en spades with all 
three of the top honors, six 
spades with just ace and king , 
six hearts with either ace- 
queen or ldng -queen, six dia­ 
monds with ace or king and 
•ix clubs without either ace 
or king . 
With hearts the ag reed suit 
sev en hearts ag ain shows all 
three, six hearts the ace and 
king , six diamonds the ace 
and queen or king and queen 
and six clubs any thing less. 
When 
diamonds 
is 
the 
ag reed suit, the response is 
sev en with ace and king , six 
diamonds with ace-queen or 
king -queen and six chibs with 
less, while if clubs is the 
ag reed suit, y ou just stick 
with the simple response of 
sev en with two of the top 
three and six with less. 
All this is most complicated 
end only a few of y ou readers 
will be interested. Thus, we 
ax e writing this article just 
lor those few. 
Play ing the simple g rand- 
slam force North cannot af­ 
ford to bid fiv e no-trump since 
he only wants to be in sev en 
If his partner holds both ace 
and king . Play ing the ad­ 
v anced form he does bid fiv e 
no-trump; South responds six 
spades to show the ace and 
king and since North has as­ 
sumed that South holds an 
eig ht-card suit he g oes rig ht 
to the g rand slam.

Davis, 
chairman of the convention's 
rules committee, led Tuesday ’s 
debate to g et the post-Nov. 3 
election resolution adopted. 


The minority seeking the pre- 
Nov. 3 constitutional referendum 


was led by convention vice 
president John Alexander of 
Virden and deleg ate William 
Sommerscheld of Elmhurst. 
Time To Digest 
The “fate'’ of the conven­ 
tion's recommended constitution, 
Alexander said, rests on when 
the election is held. He noted 
that the state’s 1870 constitution 
—the last one to succeed at the 
polls—was voted on about 50 
day s after the 1870 constitution­ 
al convention had adjourned. 


The 1970 convention is sched­ 
uled to adjourn by Aug . 8, al­ 
thoug h 
Alexander and other
